Phniuian* Who had been rammoned 
by telephone, aud who were icon harry- 
ing towards the powder manafactoi y, 
was theAnt indication the public had 
of the exact location of the catastrophe. 
Immediately thereafter througa of peo- 
^e went to the scene of the diHa.ster. 
■TlwiiwtHat'th<*eaplo«ton was heard the 
representative of Che United Press, 
rightly con^taring the cause, pro- 
cured a carriage and rapidly drove to 
the powder work*. When he reached 
Mmitit Hal«rm Methodist Epiaoopal 
church, a mile from the city, and saw 
bralMn fnmM In the eharoh windows 
he felt sure that his surmises were cor- 
rect. Mure^haa one-half of the win- 
dow sashes of the laig* building were 
ont. and uf those tbM tnatiaia the 
gla.«s was brokto. 

ikKin thereafter a cloud of blueish 
■molce Wiis tkVi and-the smell of barn- 
ing powder was * oltserved. Following 
a curve iu the road the reporter beheld 
an apy«11ft>g |p%ttaole. Women and chil- 
dren, Wiyeii, soAs and daughters of men 
•MplDfVd in the powder manufactory 
were madly rushihg here aud there 
seeking information about the tuift-ty uf 
their loved ones. The yard in whicii the 
mills utiMd was littered with debriti of 
fallen buildings, and at some iiluceH 
where buildinga had been the only ti Hco 
left was empty welLarnand a few founda- 
tion etonek. 

The little village of Dup^nittt Banks, 
immt-dlately ouuida the ix)wder yard, 
presented a inoMt i4ti»ble appearance. 
A huiitlri'd awellings were either 
demuliriiied I r liH.Uy dam.iged. build- 
iiiKs were unru.ifi'd, troiita of houses 
Were blown out and wrecked, liifido 
the dwelling* the devastation was com- 
plete. The rixjmn on the ground Hour 
Wore Htruwu with hr ke i crockery, 
crimhed xtoves and leuiuautri of 
etc. 

The s^'dii niillrt. a large stone building 
about ^Hl yarda from the magazines, i.s 
wreoke'l. TL« roof of the charcoal milU 
fell, and the buildings themselves took 
fire from the furnai es. Efiective use of 
the fire apparatus at thu works soou ex- 
tinguished the fires. Where the corn- 
ing and packing hcnise stood there aie 
boles in the ground tea feet deep. The 
large storage magazine containing ttev- 
eral tons of powder and built of corru- 
gated iron, i!i Hitnated about a ouarter 
of a mile from the wrecked mills. It, 
with another smaller mill, escaped; also 
the glHziii)^ room and pretis room. 

Four of tht' Dujponts and several 
clerks were in the omce when the explo- 
sion took place. Kvery window was 
blown in and much of the plastering 
fell from ilio WitllH. but beyond 
ecrtitcbes, brui-M S and cuts no oue was 
hurt.

BU»0MiNOTo.N, ni., Oct 8.— The presi- 
dant and party left Cincinnati on time, 
gad at the various stations along the 
route large prowds. were waiting to 
greet him as the treMtpMfS^ thrqagb. 

The president's ear. was atta^lMd tos 
special train composed of an engine and 
and a comhiaatwt car. Only one stop 
was made between Cincinnati and Law- 
renceburg. The train slowed up for a 
minute at North Bend in sight of the 
tomb of William Henry Harrison, and 
the house where the president was born. 

At Lawrenceborg a livge crowd was 
in waiting. The president addressed 
the crowd from the rear platform. He 
said: 

"Mv friends, I want to thank you very 
cordially for this greeting. All the 
views about here are very familiar. This 
town of Lawrenceburg u the first vil- 
lage of my childisih recoUeciiou, and as 
I have approached it thm morning, past 
the earliest home of iBy recollecuon. 
the homo in whioh my childhood and 
early manhood were Bi)«iit. , memories 
crowd iu upon me that aru very full of 
interest, very full of pleasure and yet 
very full of sadness. They bring back 
to me those whoever made the old home 
very dear, the most p;ecious eix>t on 
earth. 1 have passed with bowed head 
the place where they rest. 

" We are here in our generation with 
the work of tb<«ee who have gone before 
us. Let us see each of us, that iu the 
family, iu the neighborhood, and the 
state we do at l^t with equal grace, 
and courage, and kindness, the work 
which waa so bravely, kindly and gra- 
ciotisly done by thoSe who filled our 
places fifty years ago. Now, for I 
must harry on, to these old friends and 
to these new friends who have come in 
since Lawrencebutig was familiar to 
me, I extend again my hearty thanks 
for this welcome. " 

In conclusion the president intro- 
duced Secretary- Tracy. The president 
was visibly afiFected as he spoke of the 
scenes of bis childhood. 

Between Lawrenceburg and North 
Vernon no regular stops were made. 
There were large crowds at Aurora. 
Milan. Osgood, and other stations, and 
the train slowed up for a minute at 
each of these places to give the presi- 
dent an opi>ortunity to bow his ac- 
kiiowleditemeiit of the greeting.

Mrs. Oaynon was killed outright. 
Mr. Oaynou was taken out alive, but 
died soon afterward. A farm hand 
named Bauchard is buried under the 
debris, and all of the eight GMynoll 
children are seriously hurt. 

The disaster was caused by heavy 
rains, which weakened the blim until 
it gave way. The terror-stricken vil- 
lagers, aroused from sleep by the ter- 
rific crash ran to the rescue, and after 
an hoar's hard work succeeded in ex- 
tricating the dea d and wound ed.
